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LACE BARK TREES. 


The Reantifal and Servicenble Dress 
Materials They Yield. 

There are fn all about half a dozen 
lace bark trees in the world, so called 
because the Inner bark yields a natural 
lace in ready made sheet form, which 
¢an be made up in serviceable articles 
of apparel. Only four of these curious 
species of trees are of mitch practical 


valine. Tourists who have stopped at 
Hawaii or Samoa may recall the lace 
bark clothing of the natives—clothing 


of a neat brown color when new, of re- 
markable strength and of a fragrant 
odor, like freshly cured tobacco leaf. 
The native tapa cloth, as it is called 


fs made from the bark of the Bruso 
netin papirifera, but it is not usually 
included among the real lace bark 


trees, In ita natural state the real lace 
bark is of a delicate cream white tint. 
It is probably a kind of fibrous pith. 


When the outer bark is removed ft can 
be unfolded and unwound in one seam 
less piece, having a surface of a little 
more than a square yard. Washing 
and sun bleaching give it a dazzling 
white appearance, The fabric is airily 
light.

tains—in a word, for every purpose 
that ordinary lace is used. In making 
up shawls, veils and the like it is cus 
tomary to plece two sheets of lace 
bark together. Delicate and apparently 
weak as it is in single mesh, a bit of

SOURCE OF SHELLAC, 


The East India Insects That Produce 
the Hestnous Substance. 

India {s the home of the Coccus lac- 
ea, the insects that produce the resin- 
ous substance known as shellac. The 
females puncture the twigs of several 
different kinds of trees, among 
the bo, the bihar and the butea, and the 
twigs become incrusted with a 
nearly transparent, reddish, resinous 
substance that serves the double pur 
pose of protecting the eggs and finally 
furnishing food for the young Insects 

The Incrusted twigs are broken from 
the trees before the young insects 
cape and are thoroughly dried In the 
sun These dried twigs are called 
“stick-lac,” and from them shellac and 
n dye analogous to cochineal are pre 
pared. “Seed-Inc” Is the resinous con- 
cretion separated from the twigs, 
coarsely pounded and triturated with 
water ln a mortar, by which nearly all 
of the coloring matter is removed 

To prepare shellac the seed-lac Is put 
into oblong cotton cloth bags and 
warmed over a charcoal fire. When the 
rosin begins te melt the bags are twist 
ed, and the pure, clear rosin ts allowed 
to flow fig wood planks or the 
smooth stems of the banyan tree and 
n plates or shells which 
constitute shellac 

Pure shellac is very valuable 
much harder than colophony

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MUNICIPAL OWNERSHIP OF 
LIGHTING. 


Ata meeting of the City Council 
held Inst Monday evening a special 
committee, consisting of Ald. James 
H. Connolly, George W. Buchanan 
and C. H. Jaquith, appointed to con- 
sider, investigate and report on public, 
or municipal, ownership of a lighting 
plant for this city, submitted a report, 
which was, of course, accepted 

The report, which was: written by 
Chairman Connolly of the committee, 
covered 18 pages of type written state- 
ments, the conclusion being that own- 
ership of & lighting plant by the city 
would promote the interest of the tax- 
payers by a material reduction of 
expense in operating the same, aud be 
highly advantageous to consumers. 

The first two pages of the report 
were devoted to a discussion the 
general subject of municipal ownership 
of utilities, which Ald, Connolly 
handled fairly and ably, his objective 
point being to demonstrate and empha- 
size the universal tendency, created by 
trusts and their abuses, of the public 
mind everywhere towards such owner- 
ship. Tho prefatory pages of the re- 
port are worthy of careful study; they 
constitute a sound piece of writing. 

The balance of the report is given 
to the financial aspect and advantages 
of the subject, and comparisons of cost 
of furnishing light by public and priv- 
ate ownership, The figures, without 
exception, are io favor of the former. 
Ald. Connolly's report sheds all the 
light necessary to a complete under- 
standing of the subject, and it now 
stands in hand for the City Council to 
act.

Composition of the House In Which 
Man's Spirit Abides. 

The foundation of the human body

ment of temperatures from 118 to 128} 


degrees F. being tolerated in the dry 
regions of Arizona and South Colorado

is due to the cooling effect of rapid 
evaporation from the surface of the 
body, and hence the sun’s malignancy 
is unknown.—London Mail.

te Competent and well informed 
judges are of the opinion that the 
ordinance regulating the condition of 
highways proposed for acceptance is a 
serious drawback to house building in 
this city, and ought to be repealed 
Under its provisions it is next to im- 
possible to get a street accepted as a 
public highway by the authorities, not 
that the disposition to do so is absent, 
but the ordinance specifically sets forth 
what the conditions shall be and by it 
the authorities are bound. To comply 
with these conditions a street petitioned 
for acceptance must be equal to Com- 
monwealth avenue in Boston, which, it 
is said, was the pattern adopted by the 
framers of the ordinanee, and no argu- 
ment is necessary to demonstrate the 
absurdity of the legal exactions im- 
posed by its provisions. No matter 
how necessary, judiciously laid out and 
well built a highway in this city may 
be, unless the provisions of the present 
uobusinesslike ordinance are strictly 
complied with by the builders it is in 
vain its acceptance is petitioned for. 
Now, if houses are to be built here there 
must be streets to build on. That is 
selfevident. And because of the diffi- 
culty of obtaining public thoroughfares 
building is restricted, or nearly pro- 
hibited, and the city suffers from seri- 
ous loss of population. 


It is expected that the friends 
of Mr. Wilfred D. Gray, Clerk of the 
Committees of the City Council, will 
bring him out as the Republican candi- 
date for Representative to the Legisla- 
ture this fall, and work early aud late 
to secure his nomination and election. 
Mr. Gray is one of the brightest and 
most promising young men in this city, 
and his ability, honesty and sound Re- 
publicanism fully justify the movement 
of his friends to advance his political 
interests.

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A PROSPEROUS OUTLOOK. 


Undeniably business has been rather 
dull in this city for a year or two, but 
it will revive, signs of which are 
already apparent, and there are no real 
grounds for discouragement on the part 
of our business men. 

A glance around the town will bear 
out these remarks, and dispel fears for 
the future. Building operations are a 
fair index to the business of a com- 
munity. What is being done io this 
line in Woburn? In the way of public 
works our city is erecting a 125,000- 
dollar schoolhouse, that will be ao 
ornament and great benefit not only to 
the schools but generally. This is to 
be ready for occupancy by Jan. 1, 
1907. The city is also building a 
commodious, up-to-date, brick 8,000- 
dollar hosehouse at Central Square for 
No. 6, and when completed will be as 
fine as anything of the kind in the 
county. St. Charles Parish has io 
course of erection a large, handsome 
and costly parochial schoolhouse on the 
site of the Freeman machineshop, 
which will add much to the character 
of our public buildings. These im- 
portant works now employ a large num- 
ber of skilled mechanics, and are @ 
help to present trade. Besides these, 
the General Government has appropri- 
ated $12,000 for a site for a postoffice, 
bids for which have already been for- 
warded to Washington. This recog- 
nition by Congress of Woburn’s im 
portance as a business centre and faith 
in its future growth is in the brightest 
degree encouraging, aod our people feel 
proud of it. 

In addition to these favorable works 
and signs, our real estate men report 
the erection of some residences and im- 
provements of homes. ‘Taxes 
coming down; our municipal affairs 
are in satisfactory hands; and a more 
bouyant aod hopefw feeling prevails 
among business men.

AN INJURY TO WOBURN 


What a shame and a disgrace it is 
to the pretty city of Woburn to have 
displayed on the main avenues on its 
borders and in its centre huge billboards 
entirely covered with flaring posters 
proclaiming the merits of a number of 
different makes of whiskey and beer 
One of the big signs is even in close 
proximity to the stations. What an 
injory this must be to Woburn, asa 
place for a home, and what must be 
the effect on the minds and the morals 
of the children and boys as they read 
the enticingly worded advertisements. 
The citizens should use every effort to 
have these drunkard-making signs re- 
moved which are an injury to every 
piece of real estate in Woburo.— Win- 
chester Star. 

True as preaching—every word of 
it! These signs are not only ‘‘an in- 
jury to Woburn,” but a disgrace. 
Winchester bars them from its terri- 
tory, and so does every other sell- 
respecting town and city. What Wo- 
burn needs most is a good reputation — 
a name that will induce people outside 
of its limits to come here and make 
homes. Will the liquor signs that the 
Star condemns aid in securing such a 
reputation? We read in Keclesiastes 
that ‘'a good name is better than 
precious ointment,” and Thomas Camp- 
bell in bis ‘*Pleasures of Hope” wrote: 
‘“*Who hath not owned * * * the magic 
of a name?” What sort of a name do 
these huge Rum and Beer advertise- 
ments, 80 conspicuously displayed, give 
Woburn abroad? 


WILL FIGHT MORAN. 


It is reported that Henry M. Whitney 
has yielded to the earnest solicitations 
of the regular Democracy and finally 
consented to become their candidate 
for Governor. ‘This, we are bound to 
believe, does not suit Mr. Moran and 
his campaign manager, Mr. Feeney, 
for Mr. Whitney enjoys extraordinary 
popularity with his party, aod will 
probably carry the Democratic conven- 
tion.

the Agricultural Department of the U. 
S. Government are in ecstacies over 
the highly important discovery by Pro- 
fessor E. G. S. Titus, expert Superin- 
tendent of the Bugological Laboratory 
at North Saugus, of a pair of gypsy 
and browntail moth parasites, from the 
operations of which the most stupen- 
dous and magnificent results are confi- 
dently expected.

has not yet been able to classify the 
two newly discovered parasites to his, 
or the Government's, entire satisfac. 
faction, but neituer has the least doubt 
but that they will rid Massachusetts of 
the moths with neatness and dispatch. 
When Dr. L. O. Howard, head of the 
Evtomologieal Bureau at Washington, 
heard of Professor Titus’s wonderful 
discovery he could hardly contain him- 
self for joy, and hastened to tell the 
newspaper reporters that he would 
begin a report of his recent visit to the 
moth infested regions of New Eogland 
at once, which will probably include 
particulars of the remarkable and 
highly important discovery of the 2 
parasites.

VENTION. 


The Republican State Committee, 
Hon. Thomas Talbot, Chairman; 
William M. Fianders, Esq., Secretary ; 
have issued a call for the Republican 
State convention in which 10 o’clock, 
Friday, Oct. 5, 1906, is designated as 
the date on which it is to be held, and 
Tremont Temple, Boston, as the place. 
The candidates to be put in nomin- 
ation at that time and place and to be 
voted for at the election on Nov. 6, 
1906, are for: Governor, Lieutenant 
Governor, Secretary of State, Treas- 
urer and Receiver General, Auditor, 
and Attorney General. Each delegate 
must be provided with av official cre- 
dential card bearing his name, and ad- 
mission to the convention will be by 
these cards only. 

Accompanying the Call is a notifica- 
tion by the same officers of the same 
body of the date for holding caucuses 
to choose delegates to the several con 
ventions, to wit: State, Congressional, 
Councillor, Senatorial, County, Repre- 
sentative, the same for which is fixed 
for Tuesday, Sept. 25, 1906. 

In their call the State Committee 
give specific instructions respecting the 
operation of holding the caucuses and 
selecting delegates, and much other 
usefal information. 

Oo a separate paper, of generous 
dimensions, the Committee, officered as 
aforesaid, publish the ‘*‘Apportionment 
of Delegates td All Republican Con 
ventions in Massachusetts for the year 
1906,” which the political managers 
will find a useful document. 


MORAN LEADS. 


It is now conceded on all hands that 
District Attorney Jobo B. Moran will 
carry the Democratic State convention 
hands down; that is, supposing he 
makes no more campaign blunders.

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LABOR DAY. 


Light showers during the forenoon 
culminated in a smart downpour be- 
tween 12 and 1 p. m. which was fol- 
lowed by 4s fine an afternoon as is 
often experienced in early autumn days. 

The forenoon Labor parade in Bos- 
ton, in which some 15000 to 17000 
people were to appear was somewhat 
interfered with by the afterdinoer 
shower, but not so seriously as to 
spoil the fun for marchers or specta- 
tors. The crowds that filled the Hub’s 
streets to overflowing were mainly 
from towns and cities in the Metro- 
politan District outside of Boston, 
whose transportation from the Suburbs 
taxed the ability of the steam and 
electric roads.

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NEXT REPRESENTATIVE. 


The new Representative District ot 
which Woburn is a part is definitely 
and safely Republican.

CUNNING ANIMALS. 


Those That Felan Death For the 
Sake of Protection. 

The habit of feigning death for the 
take of protection can be observed 
Among many of the lower animals 
fnimals which differ widely in family, 
genus and species Indeed, this habit 
is to be in creatures micro 
scopic In size and of exceedingly low 
organization, well as in those 
high in the seale of animal life as man 
himself, for even man does not hesi 
tate on to avail himself of 
this natural subterfuge when he thinks 
it will aid in the preservation of his 
life. 

With the aid of the microscope one 
ean observe and study the natural his 
tory of the minute animal world, which 
otherwise would remain a closed and 
unread volume, This instrument has 
shown me beyond cnavil that creatures 
as low in the scenle as actinophryans, 
very minute, microscopic animaleules, 
practice death feigning when surprised 
by an enemy from which they cannot 
otherwise escape. Thus I have, says 
a naturalist, repeatedly seen actino 
phryans fold their delicate, hairlike 
legs or cilia and sink to the bottom of 
their miniature lake (a drop of water) 
when approached by a water louse, 
which preys upon them. They remain 
to all appearances absolutely without 
life until the water louse swims away, 
when they unfold their ceil and go 
back to their feeding grouncs—a bit 
of water weed or or « enayed 
wood.

The nine kinds of notes printed by 


the Bank of England are all on thin, | 


white, crisp paper. The ink used Is 
black, a hard, dry preparation, said 
to be made from naphtha smoke, A 


pecullarity of the English notes is that 
the engraving is simple and old fasb- 
ioned, in coutrast to the notes of other 
countries, which are most elaborately 
engraved by complicated machine 
the designs being difficult of imit: 
tion by hand and the lathes and ruling 
engines being so costly as to discourage 
counterfelters. The English paper is 
nade by a private concern, as is that 
In use In the United States, the pulp of 
the latter being a mixture of linen, cot 
ton and silk, the silk threads coming 
Into prominence after the printing. The 
French bank note paper is of similar 
texture, hair being used with the pulp 
Instead of silk threads. Over 50,000 
notes are issued by the Bank of Eng 
land daily of an average value of £20.

sunken a ship becomes the prey of the
